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Text of Governor Landon’s Los Angeles Address 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 20.—(AP)— 
The text of Governor Landon’s 
address here tonight follows: 

Six weeks ago, I went to the east 
coast—to Maine, on the eve of the 
state election. My purpose was to tell 
the people there how serious are the 
issues that face us, 

Tonight, on the eve of the na- 
tional election, I come to the Pa- 
cific coast for the same purpose. I 
come to talk about a serious issue— 
abuse of the power of government, 
and its threat to our liberty and our 
independence. 

The Pacific coast was settled by 
men and women who possessed the 
pioneer qualities of self-reliance, 
courage and love of independence. 
Those who followed possessed the 
same qualities. In three-quarters of 
a century you have created on the 
shores of the Pacific a new economic 
empire. This has been done, and 
could only have been done, under a 
government which guaranteed eco- 
nomic freedom, political freedom and 
personal liberty. 

For a century and a half, this 
freedom and this liberty has been 
protected under the charter of our 
government, the constitution. 


CONSTITUTION 
BEING QUESTIONED 


Today the usefulness of our con- 
stitution is being questioned. We 
have been told that it is out of date, 
that the very freedom it guarantees 
us is the cause of our present trou- 
ble. In my opinion, this reasoning 
is tragically wrong. The planned so- 
ciety, which is the alternative to rep- 
resentative government, is spreading 
rapidly throughout the world. 
know only too well how it has work- 
ed out in actual practice. It has de- 
stroved freedom of speech, freedom 
of the press, freedom of religion. It 
has robbed the people of those great 
guarantees of personal liberty and 
human rights that ‘we enjoy under 
the American system. I do not be- 
lieve that a temporary depression is 
adequate reason for changing our 
whole form of government, 

The men who drew our constitu- 
tion knew and feared the tyranny of 
a centralized government over which 
they had no control. They were de- 
termined that in the creation of this 
new government that tyranny could 
never exist. So effective was their 
work that for a century and a half 
the American people have not known 
the meaning of tyranny. We have 
forgotten that eternal vigilance is 
the price of liberty. Too many are 
inclined to laugh at this truth as a 
horse and buggy bromide. 


CITES WARNING 
BY WASHINGTON 


We have forgotten that once the 
censor forbids us to speak as we 
please, once the government forbids 
us to worship as we wish, once the 
jailor enters our homes without war- 
rant—it will be too late to protest. 
We will no longer be free. 

George Washington warned us 
that we should ever be on our guard 
against attempts to “undermine what 
cannot. be directly overthrown.” 
Let us examine the record of the 
last four years in the light of that 
warning. 

This administration came _ into 
power at a time of great national 
crisis. Unusual powers were granted 
to the chief executive. But when the 
crisis was over, the administration 
refused to give up its extraordinaty 
powers. Instead, it asked for more. 
It seemed obsessed with the idea 
that it had a mandate to direct and 
control American business, Ameri- 
can agriculture and American life. 


TRIED TO DIRECT 
FARMER, BUSINESS 


Recall a few of the things they 
tried to do. 

They tried to tell our farmers how 
much they could plant and how 
much they could not plant. 

They tried to tell our businessmen 
how much they could produce and 
under what conditions they could run 
their business. 

They tried to tell labor who could 
and who could not represent them in 
negotiations with their employers. 

Was this an undermining of our 
liberties? I think so. And the proof 
of it is, so many of our fellow citi- ; 
zens rebelled at these tactics that 
the administration was forced to 
abandon the subterfuge of volun- 
tary co-operation. It cracked the 
whip on those individuals who re- 
fused to be led like sheep. It re- 
sented any criticism which recalled

ed. He says, “We planned it that 
way.” 

Fortunately the supreme court had 
the prestige and the integrity to 
withstand th. abuses that were heap- 
ed upon it. But for the private 
citizen it was not so easy. No pri- 
vate citizen likes to be held up to 
public scorn by public officials. His 
freedom to criticise—that is, his free- 
dom of speech—is bought at a high 
price indeed when the integrity of 
his motives is questioned by his gov- 
ernment. It is a little wonder that 
many fell into line. 

For those who refused to be si- 
lenced by these methods, other in- 
timidations were devised. Business- 
men with government contracts were 
threatened with cancellation. Busi- 
nessmen who wanted contracts were 
warned that they must toe the,line. 
All businessmen, under the blue eagle, 
were faced with arbitrary enforce- 
ments of arbitrary interpretations of 
arbitrary rules—rules not made by 
congress but by some appointed sub- 
ordinate sitting at a desk in Wash- 
ington and fumbling with the busi- 
ness of the country. 

SAYS LITTLE MAN 
SUFFERED MOST 

But the irony of this abuse of the 
power of government was that the 
small businessman, in whose name 
the government had supposedly acted, 
was the very man who suffered most. 
He could not afford to keep a law- 
yer in Washington to inform him of 
the latest rules and regulations. He 
could not compete under the monop- 
olistic conditions laid down by the 
codes, 

In short, the whole plan acted as 
‘a millstone around the neck of the 
little fellow, and what did it do for 
the big fellow? It had the effect 


_of strengthening his position—it fos- 


tered monopoly. In this it was a 
forerunner of this administration’s 
most recent tax bill—the bill which 
makes it virtually impossible for the 
little fellow to accumulate the re- 
serves necessary to his protection 
and growth. 

As I said at Portland, Maine, on 
September 12: 

“Government must protect 
average man against aggressive 
ploitation by the strong... . 
less government is constantly on 
guard to defend competition against 
abuses, a free enterprise system tends 
to become an entanglement of vested 
interests and rigid prices. 

“But the solution is not to aban- 
don a free enterprise system for a 
system of government monopolies. 

“The solution is to free the forces 
of competition—to stamp out un- 
fair trade practices and monopoly. 
This will allow the American peopie 
to resume their steady march of 
progress.”

LANDON QUOTES 
JUSTICE CARDOZO 


One way of stamping out unfair 
trade practices and monopoly was 
pointed by Justice Cardozo in his 
concurring opinion in the NRA de- 
cision of the supreme court. ‘he 
learned justice said: 

“If codes of unfair competition are 
codes eliminating ‘unfair’ methods ot 
competition ascertained upon inquiry 
to prevail in one industry or another, 
there is no unlawful delegation ot 
legislative functions when the Presi- 
dent is directed to inqui¢e into such 
practices and denounce them when 
discovered. For many years a like 
power has been committed to the 
Federal Trade Commission with the 
approval of this court in a long 
series of decisions.” 

This is a very different method, 
as the learned justice also said, from 
that provided in the NRA codes, 
which were “delegation running 
riot.” 

Now let us consider the power of 
the public purse and how it can be 
abused. 

The present administration has 
swent 25 billion dollars. Of this 
enormous sum, billions have been 
spent by the chief executive, prac- 
tically at his own discretion. 

The present chief executive has 
had placed at his disposal eight times 
as much discretionary spending pow- 
er aS was given to all of his pred- 
ecessors together in 143 years of 
our history. 


SAYS F. D. R. POWER 
CAN’T BE CALCULATED 


The power that this has given to 
the chief executive cannot be cal- 
culated, and he has not hesitated to 
use it. Nor has he hesitated to take 
the next step in tampering with the 
basic principles of democracy. ‘Lhe 
executive branch is now refusing to 
make public the salaries paid the 
names on the pay rolls under blank 
check appropriations. There is un- 
mistakable evidence that these vast 
funds have been used to force con- 
gressmen and senators to support ad- 
ministration measures, ,There i8 
also unmistakable evidence that they 
have been used to prevent criticism 
by officials and representatives of 
local communities. There is unmis- 
takable evidence that these funds 
have been used in an attempt to pre- 
vent freedom of choice at the polls. 
Nothing can be more shameful than 
the way some of these federal funds 
have been distributed. Special groups 
and special localities have been sin- 
gled out solely for political reasons.

SAYS RELIEF AIDES 
PLAYING FAVORITES 


Does his undermine our freedom? 
I think so. We all know that under 
this administration, the managers of 
relief have played  favorites—the 
have developed two classes of relief, 
common and preferred. 

Let us not forget that abuse of 
the government’s right to spend leads 
to abuse of the government’s right to 
borrow. Abuse of the right to borrow 
is the first step to inflation and is 
a direct threat to all those who by 
thrift have accumulated savings. 

An inherent part of government’s 
power over the purse is the power 
to tax. When abused, it becomes the 
power to destroy. Many of the so- 
called revenue measures passed un- 
der this administration were not de- 
signed to raise revenue. They were 
designed to force the non-conformer 
into line, to threaten him with de- 
structive and punitive taxation. They 
were an attempt to accomplish in- 
directly by taxation what could not 
be accomplished directly under the 
constitution. 


_ The powers I have been discuss- 
ing are for the most part clearly de- 
fined by the constitution or deci- 
sions of the supreme court. But there 
is one that has néver been clearly 
defined. I speak of the congression- 
al power of investigation. But even 
if the letter of the law is not clear, 
the spirit of the constitution is un- 
mistakable.

One congressional investigation, 
characterized as a fishing-expedition, 
openly and flagrantly violated the 
constitutional restriction against un- 
reasonable search and seizure. Great 
masses of private correspondence 
were taken. Reports state that the 
papers seized have been used for pur- 
poses having no connection with the 
alleged subject matter of the investi- 
gation. 

And recently a congressional in- 
vestigation has been carried on for 
what seems to be purely. political 
ends. In this case the thinly veiled 
purpose apparently as to discredit 
a political movement which the con- 
trolling party wished to crush. 


ALL INVESTIGATIONS 
ARE NOT AN ABUSE 


It is obvious that all investiga- 


freedom, with all their experience in 
practical legislation, were unable to 
frame a document satisfactory to the 
people. In spite of all the safeguards 
against tyranny which they ‘inserted 
in the body of the constitution, the 
people of the 13 original states were 
not satisfied. More safeguards were 
demanded, 

AMENDMENTS ADDED 


AS SAFEGUARDS 
These additional safeguards are 
contained in the first 10 amendments 
which are commonly called the bill 
of rights. They guarantee to the in- 
-dividual freedom of speech, freedom 
of the press, freedom of religion, 
freedom from unlawful search and 
seizure. They guarantee the right to 
a trial by jury. And last, but by 
no means least, they reserve to the 
people and to the states, all powers 
not specifically granted to the fed- 

eral government, 
The authors of our constitution 
spoke of and for the people. They 
were not a group of unschooled ex- 
perimenters. They were not anxious 
to break away from tradition. They 
were not anxious to set up, as T’res- 
ident Roosevelt boasts he has, new 
instruments of public power that 
could be used to shackle the liberties 
of the people and enslave the pub- 
lic. 
Their anxiety was for the people 
and only for the people! 

If we would maintain our nation, 
if we would keep it free, if we would

We were abed early and up seem- 
ingly earlier. ‘sere were scattered 
clouds hanging low on the horizon all 
around, but brilliant stars shone di- 
rectly overhead. After breakfast. a 
rolling ride in a motorboat to the clip- 
per, anchored offshore, gave an in- 
dieation of what was to come. 

Captain Dahlstrom taxied carefully 
through a maze of coral reefs into 
deeper waters, where a swel! that rose 
more than 15 feet made the 24-ton 
craft rise and fall like an elevator 
shuttling up and down in a one-story 
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building. At last he wheeled the ship, 
opened the throttles and, riding the 
swells like a surfboard rider, headed 
inshore, jumping from one to the next 
but touching each with ever-lightening 
impact. In 59 seconds the wings final- 
ly rose and swung majestically over 
the wooded knolls of the harbor penin- 


sula. 
In a few minutes the 30-mile island 


disappeared astern as the ship rose 
over a low layer of cottonball cumulus 
clouds.

Picture Theaters. 

Did you think there were enough 
theaters already in the United States? 

According to “Box Office,” picture 
trade journal, 502 new theaters will 
have been erected in the United 
States, for the year, when 1936 comes 
to a close. Aggregate cost of these 
places is $26,120,200, the largest sum 
spent on theater construction in five 
years. 

In 1932 the amount involved was 
$17,500,000; in 1933 it was only $13,- 
500,000: in 1934 it was $20,000,000, 
and in 1935, $21,500,000. 

For the really big figures, though, 
you have to go further back. 

In 1931 it was $45,000.000; in 
1930, $97,580,000, and in 1929, $163,- 
559,000. 

Total seating capacity for the na- 
tion is put at 11,000,000, with 286,- 
716 seats added this year. 

Coming nearer home, in the Atlanta 
film exchange area, there have been, 
this year, 23 new theaters built with 
a seating capacity of 10,000 and at a 
total cost of $500,000.

Overeating, producing cougestion ot

LIFE OF THE OLDEN PERSIANS. 
I1iI—Soldiers and War. 

In a high mountain part of the old 
Persian empire is a cliff where tig- 
ures were cut in the stone close to 
2,400 years ago. ‘There we see two 
large figures of Persian soldiers, arm- 


ed with bow and spear, and several 
small figures of men who are prison- | 
ers of war. Largest of the entire. 
group is the image of the famous king, | 
Darius. He stands high and mighty | 
while one of the captives “takes his, 
feet.” In other words the prisoner 


speers were also among their weapons, 
and they had daggers which hung from 
their girdles.” 

Those words were about Persian 
soldiers, but the armies of the king 
contained many thousands of men 
gathered from lands which had been 
conquered. Some of the soldiers who 
were not Persians used different weap- 
ons when making war. ‘The Sagar- 
tians, for instance, made.use of /as- 
soes. These were long ropes, with a 
noose at the end of each, like Jas- 
soes thrown by present-day cowboys. 
The ancient soldiers threw their ias- 
soes so they could “rope’ enemy S0l- 
diers during battle. 

Some men in the armies of Persia 
wore helmets made of wood, and oth- 
ers had helmets of iron. The shields 
were of many kinds and sizes, some 
being of wicker, others of rawhide.

Some of its effects and traps are: 


TRAP NO. 1—General sales tax, common- 
ly referred to as the poor man’s enemy and 
the rich man’s friend, would be certain— 
should the proposed amendment pass. Don’t 
get caught in this trap 


TRAP NO. 2—Would exempt the owners 
of stocks, bonds and other intangibles from 
taxation bv the counties, towns, cities and 
schools. This would certainly increase the 
tax bills of the citv home owner, farm 
owner, tenant, wage earner, merchants, and 
many other classes of business. Don't get 
caught in the “Intangible” trap. 


TRAP NO. 3—Would save non-resident 
individuals and corporations approximately 
$5,000,000 a vear. (These interests own 
$350,000,000 (assessed value) of Georgia 
Property, and there is no way to reach them 
by sales tax or state income tax.) Residents 
of Georgia would have to make up that 
loss of revenue. Don’t get caught in the

Las ‘ter, who is being held in the 
Hapevil’» jail pending investigation of 
the slaying and robbery, told police 
the two me) jumped on the truck at 
a street intersection in Thomasville 
at about 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 

At pistol point, he said, the men 
erdered him t> drive out of the city. 
He complied, he continued, and when 
| they reached a point known as Yan- 
kee Farms, about five miles from 
Thomasville, the men demanded his 
money. 

At that point, Lasseter related, his 
helper, Red Lee, of a Pulliam street 
address, resisted the robbers, and a 
scuffle ensued in which he was struck 
on the head with a jack handle. The 
blow fractured the negro’s skull, and 
caused virtually instant death. 

After taking Lasseter’s money, he 
reported, the robbers forced him to 
place the negro’s body in the rear of 
the truck.

THE EFFECT OF DISTRIBUTION, | 

The choice of responses to an open- 
ing one no-trump bid often will de- 
pend upon the responder’s distribu- 
tion. When his hand is balanced (con- 
taining no singleton) there will be 
many cases in which the combined 
hands will produce nine winners 
(game at no-trump) and yet have only 
a_ doubtful play for game in a major 
suit. When the responder’s hand con- 
tains a singleton, the play for 10 
tricks at a trump bid is enough bet- 
ter to balance the advantage of the 
cheaper no-trump game, because an 
extra four-card length is available 
with the added protection of trumps. 

To illustrate: the opening bid was 
once no-trump and the _ responder 
holds: 

Spades—A Q 5 4 2. 

Hearts—6. 

Diamonds—K 10 6 4. 

Clubs—6 4 2. 

He counts two long cards in spades, 
and adds two for the spade A-Q and 
two for the diamond suit. Total, six. 
Counting his partner for four honor 
tricks, he sees a combined total of 
ten, enough to make four spades. Hav- 
ing an unbalanced pattern, he will 
arrange his responses so as to arrive 
at a four-spade contract, 

Holding A Q 5 4 2 in spades, 6 % 
in hearts, K 10 6 5 in diamonds and 
8 7 in clubs, he again counts six win- 
ners, but fears the quick loss of .our 
tricks. He will raise the no-trump 
bid with a view to arriving finally at 
three no-trump. 

In each case he will reach the most
